At some period of the imbroglio he did get 
Blaine’s instructions to offer the 
good offices of the United States as a media- 
tor between the two little fighting Republics. 
Then @ report which filled the Depart- 
ment with dismay. It was that Minister 
Mizner had invited the representatives of the 
European Governments to act with him in 
bringing about peace. This direct violation 
of the Monroe doctrine of a diplomatic 
representative of the United States must 
have delighted Europeans. Full news of 
Minister Mizner’s “‘ mediation ” had not been 
received when along came the report of the 
surrender of Gen. Barrundia on the Pacific 
Mail steamer Acapulco on the advice of Min- 


| ister Mizner that the vessel had no right to 


refuse to deliver him up. Gen. Barrundia 
was charged with being a traitor to his coun- 
try and answerable to the law for the highest 
crime known to nations. He had taken 
passage on. the steamer Acapulco and was 
bound for Salvador, where it was probably 
his purpose to renew his attacks on the author- 
ities of his country. Naturally, perhaps, 
everybody supposed that because he was on 
an American vessel and under the Stars and 
Stripes he was safe. If it haa been on the 
high seas so he would have been, but while 
the Acapulco was in the port of San José it is 
held she was within the jurisdiction of Guate- 
mala, and so was Gen. Barrundia, and the rep- 
resentatives of the Government had a perfect 
right, recognized as such under international 
laws, to seize him forcibly, and, if he resisted, 
to take him dead or alive.

Barrundia to President Harrison asking him 
to demand from Guatemala for the 
murder have been received and a reply has 
been sent. Meanwhile it would seema good 
opportunity to have Minister Mizner come 
home on a leave of absence. The State De- 
partment officials will not say that is to ‘be 
done, and that it will amount to a recall, but 
there are reasons for thinking that this is the 
course determined on. Acting Secretary 
Wharton denies that he has ever criticised ad- 
versely Mr. Mizner’s diplomatic capacity. 
On the contrary, he says that Minister Mizner 
is entitled to the confidence and support of 
the department until it is clearly shown that 
he ia not worthy of it. Certainly he will not 
be condemned on mere hearsay.

LUMBERMEN FAIL FOR A BIG AMOUNT. 


Collapse of the Firm of Hoxie & Mellor 
Announced—Will Probably Resume. 

Osuxosu, Wis., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—The 
announcement today that Hoxie & Mellor, the 
great lumber operators, who, with head- 
quarters at Antigo, operated more or less ex- 
tensively in every town and city in the north- 
ern section of the State, had failed, caused 
great surprise. The National Bank 
of Oshkosh heia paper of Hoxie & Mellor to 
the ameunt of nearly $60,000, and as part of it 
became due Sept. 1 and was not paid the bank 
at once attached the firm’s property at Maren- 
isco, Bessemer, and Ironwood, Mich,, taking 
this action against the firm as non-resident 
creditors. The magnitude of the  busi- 
ness' conducted by the firm and 
its hitherto excellent financial standing 
rendered the announcement of their trouble 
more startling. The wildest sort of rumors 
were afloat here this afternoon, but after care- 
ful investigation matters were found to be in 
better shape than the first announcements 
would lead one to believe. Both Messrs. 
Hoxie and Meilor were in Oshkosh this after- 
noon, and while they were not inclined 
to talk extendedly of their financial 
matters, did not hesitate to say that they could 
pay every claim, dollar for dollar, if granted 
reasonable extensions. Mr. Hoxie stated that 
their liabilities were about $400,000, and that 
the assets would foot up at least $600,000. 
He declined to state who were the 
heavy creditors of the firm, It is understood

THE SUPPLY OF SILVER. 

A writer in the London HZeonomist of Aug. 
IS says: “I@must not be forgotten that ne- 
** sotiations are already going on between the 
“ American Government and the silver mines 
“ of the United States with a view to bringing 
‘about an arrangement similar to the one 
“agreed upen by the well-known French Met- 
**al company and the copper mines.”’ And 
he thinks this arrangement will result in con- 
fining the production of the white metal in the 
United States to the average figure of the last 
two years. All of which suggests the remark 
that when a manoffers a statement for which he 
is unable to furnish proof he generally begins 
with the flourish, “It is well known,’’ or “‘ It 
cannot be denied,” or “ It is self-evident,” or, 
as in this case, “It must not be forgotten,” as 
if the point had been already conceded 
and would not be disputed. No one in this 
country. has heard of such an arrangement, 
and even the proposition to enter on it would 


as the impracticable. The miners might pos- 
sibly-agree to restrict their production if of- 
fered a sufficiently good ucement to do so, 
but the Government w place itself in an 
equivocal position by becOmmg a party to such 
a “combine” and inviting the embarrass- 
ment that would follow a violation of the bar- 
gain by unscrupulous men, But no adequate 
inducement to such a bargain could be offered 
the silver miners. The Govérnment purchases 
of silver are limited in quantity and price. It 
cannot overstep either boundary, and the only 
point-it could make as against an oppressive 
increase in production would be that it must 
involve a reduction in the price of the bullion 


therefore impracticable if not impossible. 

The public is justified in looking for an im- 
‘portant increase in the output of silver if the 
price be sustained at anything like the figures 
now reached. The production of the world 
in 1887 was nearly 96,250,000 ounces, that of 
1888 about 110,000,000, and of last year 126,- 
000,000 ounces, or two anda third times the 
makimum quantity to be taken by the United 
States. The writer referred to estimates thas 
in addition to this India may be counted on to 
absorb 41,800,000 ounces per year, China 12,- 
$60,000, Japan 7,700,000, Cochin China 643,000, 
| the Straits 3,215,000, England and colonies the

use in the arte 17,684,000. These foot up a 
total of 149,187,000 ounces, or nearly 18% per 
cent more than the production of last year. 
But if there be no mistake in these assump- 
tions the recent rate of augmentation in the 
supply. would carry it to a parity with con- 
sumption by the end of next year, after Which 
a further increase in supply would largely de- 
pend upon the market, which in_ turn would 
be to a great extent regulated by the pur- 
chasing ability of the peoples of the different 
silver-consuming countries, according as their 
lot shall fall upon good or hard times. It is 
idle to speculate now as to the solution of the 
problem so far ahead, bus the figures above 
presented may help to an intelligent view of 
the probable sifation in the néarer future, 
and show that at least for the present the 
new éilver legislation is not a cause for alarni.

The person who other- 
wise is unshéltered always should seek the 
south side of, .the tornado’s track; in other 
words, he should turn to the right if facing 
the tornado, as the law directs. He also says 
that tornadoes always give watnings of their 
approach “in the quick movement of de- 
tached clouds in the west and southwest to- 
wards a commion center of disturbance, in the 
oppressive heat, the deathlike stillness of the 
air, and the distant roaring of the wind in the 
vortex of the tornado cloud.” Here the facts 
are against Lieut. Finley’s statement of the 
warning; at least we have the record 
ofanotable exception. The recent tornado 
at Wilkesbarre, Pa., gave none of the warn- 
ings which he suggests. There was no quick 
movement of detached clouds, no common 
center of disturbance, no oppresmve heat, 
deathlike stillness, or distant roaring at Wilkes- 
barre or within a hundred miles of it. It was 
a bright, beautiful, cool summer day, with .the 
thermometer at about 70°. It was not cyclonic 
weather and there was nothing in the sky to 
give warning of anything unusual. The storm 
was not suspected until it was sweeping 
through the doomed town with all the energy 
of a fully-developed tornado, From this it is 
apparent that no universal. rule can be laid 
down. The tornado usually gives warning, 
but there are times when it does not. When 
it does, Lieut, Finley’s suggestions for safety 
may be valuable..
